Chauffeurs To Have Rigid Examina- 
tion After Jan. Ist. 


TORONTO, Dec. 30.—After the 
New Year paid chauffeurs in the pro- 
vince will require special licenses.

Dreaded Catastrophe Occurs While 
City Is Suffering From Water Fa-

MONTREAL, Dec. 30.—Fire broke 
out at one o’clock yesterday afternoon 
in the premises of the Auto Garage 
Co., Ltd., at the corner of Ontario 
and Providence streets, in the north- 
east end of the city, and was caused 


by an explosion of gasolize. It spread 
with lightning rapidity, due to three 
other explosions, to adjoining build- 
ings, threatening the whole block on 
St. Hubert street. 

The firemen were without water 
pressure, owing to the break in the 
intake, and had to bring water from 
the river, a mile away. The loss will | 
be about $285,000, with $40,000 in- 
surance. 

The heat from the raging conflagra- 
tion grew so great that the firemen, 
with their one stream, were driven) 
back. Chief Tremblay then had a} 
consultation with his sub-chiefs, and 
it was decided that if the fire spread | 
much further resort would be had to 
dynamiting buildings around it to) 
check its march. 

After an hour's work, during which | 
every bit of hose that could be collect- | 
ed, had been connected up, the fire-| 
men were just able to throw one end | 
of the chain into the St. Lawrence 
river, nearly a mile away from the 
scene of the fire. 

A tremendous cheer broke from the 
firemen when the first few spurts of | 
th> river water came through and fell 
witb a hiss on the heated buildings 
near the fire. With this the progress 
of the flames was checked. 

While attempting to throw chemi- 
cals on the fire on the fourth storey 
of the Automobile & Garage Co.'s 
building, Fireman James Rollahan 
lost his balance and fell to the street. 
He was rushed to the Royal Victoria) 
Hospital, where is was found that his 
condition was most critical. 

A dropsical old man named Pati- 
naude was rescued from one of the 
buildings, but may die of shock. 

When the fire started the firemen | 
and police saved 22 automobiles, but, 
60 were destroyed. The buildings de- 
stroyed were owned by Jos. Laurier 
and occupied by the Auto & Garage 
Co., the Decbul Tools, Ltd., and sev- 
eral manufacturing firms.

measure of temperance reform, think- 
ing men would hesitate before turn- 
ing itdown. But these proofs are not 
forthcoming. The voice of ever 
responsible thinker in the Britis 
Empire is raised against the by-law. 
The voice of the Bishops of the Church 
of Englan1 both in Great Britain and 
Canada is raised against it. The 
voice of the Roman Catholic Church, 
the Pontiff and the Cardinals is raised 
against it. The voices of the business 
men in the municipalities where Local 
pape prevails are raised against it; 
The criminals records are against it ;, 
vital statistics are against it; the 
returns from jails and asylums are 
against ;the Bible itself is against the 
contention of the prohibitionists. 

Who tthen raises its voice in its 
praises, none but the Torontoagitators 
who have a money interestin the 
waging of these fights where citizens 
are being turned against one another ; 
where the customs of co-nmunities are 
being recklessly und wantonly tamper- 
ed with ; where civic plans are dis- 
organized by a law, which inflicting a 
hardship upon sober pegple of Napa- 
nee, and the travelling public, stimu- 
lates the passions of ihe drunkard and 
brings into existence scores of un- 
regulated dives to take the place of 
the six hotels now conducted under 
government license and government 
supervision. The local people who 
have beer? mislead into the prosecu- 
tion of the fight by interested parties 
in Toronto are the people who do not 
use the hotels, but the present system 
while affording accommodation to 
those desirous of using hotels does not 
insist that any person not wanting 
the hotel should do so. Itis a fight 
waged by those people who do not 
want something, to prevent those 
people who do not want that thing 
from having it. 

In their blind zeal, our local option- 
ists see but one angle of the subject 
and thata very distorted one. {or 
Instance, no thought of the effect on 
local economics is taken. Let any 
thinking man imagine what will 
happen to our civic finances if eight 
licenses ave taken away.

Consider the depreciation of" values 
of the eight properties now held by 
licenses. A depreciation of values 
means a depreciation in the assesments 
and hence a deduction in the tax levy. 
The taxable value sf a local option 
tavern could hardly be as much as an 
ice cream parlor. The town has to be 
financed. Where will the inoney 
come from? It will came from the 
pockets of the ratepayers. _ It will 
mean a repetition Owen Sound, Collin- 
wood and Orillia. In the model local 
option town of Owen Sound, the rates 
have soured with assessments corres- 
pondingly high, despite the fact that 
there are to-day upwards of 200 empty 
houses in Owen Sound, and this fact 
is incontrovertible. Collingwood's 
rate is 33 mllls, while the Orillia realty 
men are advertising houses for sale 
at half of what it cost to erect then. 
It would not be unreasonable to ask 
the prohibitionists if there is one im- 
portant city in_ the world that has 
local option. Has London, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Paris, Vienna, Berlin, 
New York, or any other city that 
amounts to anything attempted this 
foolish experiment ? The prohibition 
fanatics will point to the cities in the 
state of Maine, but this is offset by 
the fact that the returns show that 
the consumption of liquor per head of 
the population is greater to-day than 
before prohibition became law, 

The by-law is totally un-British. It 
is class legislation in that the by-law 
attacks the rights of the working man 
who spends his five or ten cents ona 
glass of beer, but does not affect clubs 
or the wine cellars of those able to 
purchase wet goods by the case. It is 
not a democratic measure, for demo- 
cracy never gave the right to six men 
to dictate to four what they should 
drink and where. Democracy means 
the freedom, the self control, the self 
perernance of the people, but how can 

emocracy exist where local option 
has taken the place of freedom. 

The passing of the by-law would not 
prevent the drunkard from indulging 
in his folly nor would it sober him. 
Legislation never has yet. It will 
not prevent a man desirous of getting 
whiskey from doing so, for our six 
hotels would be replaced by blind pigs, 
the owners of which would be enrich- 
ed while the hotel keepers who have 
renderea a real service to the public 
would be beggared. It will deny the 
people of Napanee the right to ration- 
al refreshment ‘within reasonable 
hours and at the same time confiscate 
the property of a legalized and a 
mate trade, and encroach on the free- 
dom of the subject so highly prized by 
every Canadian. 

Those who are behind the fight have 
the temerity to call themselves the 
“temperance” people, forgetful that 
the word itself implies the moderate 
use of a thing, while they are trying 
to prohibit. A temperance advocate 
cannot possibly be a prohibitionist. 

The measure is not a final one, nor 
does it possess any mark of finality. 
There has been much bitterness in 
this fight, but the end is not yet. The 
measure can be voted on again every 
three years. The chances of the by- 
law passing in Napanee are indeed re- 
mote, but presuming it did, would the 
love of temperance be increased by 
the people whose comfort and con- 
venience has been disturbed. Are 
they likely to think any better of the 
people who did it. Will the love of 
temperance be prompted by the bitter 
resentment of those who lose their 
employment and source of livelihood 
by the passage of the by-law ; the 
irritation of the working classes and

Easily navigable, the Amur pro-

Blagovesh- 
chensk is the centre of an increasing 
gold mining industry, and so plenti- 
ful is gold that it was humorously 
said to be reckoned not by the 
ounce but by the pood, a Russian 
weight equal to 36 pounds.

were —orked by them centuries ago.

HUMAN HEREDITY. 


It Is Confined, So It Is Asserted, to a 
Likeness to Parents. 

There are few subjects on which so 
much “scientific” nonsense is talked 
and written as on heredity. Not very 
much is known of it as regards plants, 
Jess of animals and almost nothing as 
regards humanity. To read books on 
heredity, especially those of the Eu- 
genic society, is to read a mass of sup- 
positions and hazardous inductions 
where most of the facts are negative 
and only the exceptions are positive. 

The very meaning of “bereditary” is 
not understood. If any quality is truly 
bereditary then it is always heredi- 
tary. It never occurs except as the re- 
sult of heredity, and it is constant— 
that is to say, it invariably follows. 
But there is no quality of which this 
cap be said. That genius is not heredi- 
tary 1s known. Even talent is not. 
Nor is any aptitude. A lawyer's son 
more often wants to be a soldier or an 
artist than a lawyer, notwithstanding 
the environment, ind it is so with most 
professions. The exceptions seem to 
be due to training and influence, not to 
hereditary transmission. 

A superticial likeness to parents 
seeins bereditary, but tbat is all that 
we can assert, and that outward like- 
ness by no means infers an inward 
likeness. There is nothing so easy 
and notbing so fatal as this tendency 
to attribute to heredity what is due to 
training or want of training. It ex- 
cuses supipeness in governwents and 
professions.—H. Fielding Hall in At- 
lantic Monthly.

How Environment: In Time Renders 
Humanity Immune. 

Civilization brings a host of dis- 
eases in its train. The extremists of 
the back-to-nature cry have gone 80 
far as to declare that civilization is 
a disease. But it is only just begin- 
that 


ning to be clearly perceived 
civilization is its «wn disease, that 
it preys upon itself, and that the 


aim of man is not to be civilized, but 
to avoid being civilized, though us- 
ing to the full the opportunities that 
civilization affords. 

Perbaps an illustration may make 
this quite clear. Measles is a defin- 
ite germ disease. It is widely spread 
over the earth, but not by any means 
universally spread; for example, 
seems to bave been unknown among 
the North American Indians prior to 
the comin; of the Spaniards. As @ 
consequence, when an epidemic of 
measles strikes an Indian settlement 
the mortality is tremendous and in 
some cases an entire village has been 
swept away, every man, woman and 
child perishing from measles. Yet, 
among the white race, the disease 
has been so prevalent that it has be- 
come one of the common maladies of 
childhood and is hardly dreaded 
with regard to its fatal effect. 


The white race, therefore, by hav- 
ing had these diseases for many 
thousand years has built up an 


organism that is almost immune, or 
in otber words it has perfected its 
resistance to a hostile environment. 

Especially is this true in the 
world of work and thought. Too 
hare work is one of the diseases of 
civilization. But the very fact of 
the compulsion of enduring life, al- 
though 
abled a man or a woman to endure 
heavy toil and has developed the 
buman race to that extent. Eight or 
ten hours of continuous toil to ® 
race not accustomed to it would kill 
it off speedily. The same is true 
about thinking. The Bushman and 
Negritoes, for example, can by no 
means follow a conversation with 
each other for more than two min- 
utes, and when a white man learns 
their tongue and tries to talk to 
them, at the end of three or four 
minutes of questioning or attention 
in listening they fall to the ground 
in sheer dizziness and weariness or

Of those that were up, 72 appeared 
for being drunk or raising a disturb- 
ance on the streets. Of these 23 were 
dismissed, 3 sent to jail and 41 fined 
for # total of $827. Nine infractions 
of the Liquor License Act, mostly for 
selling liquor without a license, netted 
$7165 in fines, while one served a term 
of three months in jail. Over 15 were 
up for assault and several of them 
fined, while others were let off on 
suspended sentence. About a dozen 
theft cases were heard in which two 
were committed to Barrie for’ trial 
and one sentenced to Mimico Indus- 
trial School, while another culprit 
served three months for obtaining 
money under false pretenses. Four 
vagrants were sent to the county goal 
for short terms. Most of the other 
cases were of a minor nature. 

So we see that in Orillia where they 
say the law is observed, we find that 
out of a total of $1294.65, or about 
SEVENTY-FIVE PER CEN’. WAS 
FOR INFRACIrIONS OF THE 
LIQUOR LICENSE ACT OR SELL- 
ING LIQUOR WITHOUT LICENSE. 
Again you will note that 72 appeared 
for being drunk and disorderly on the 
streets and that the fines for this 
amounted to $327. Therefore, nearly 
the whole amount of the fines assess- 
ed were for illegal liquor selling or 
against drunks. Surely, these tem- 

rance advocates should take warn- 
ing from the town which is boasted 
all over the province as the place 
where Local Option is a sure-enough 
success ! 

If any furtner proof is needed that 
immense quantities of liquorare being 
shipped into Orillia, all one bas to do 
isto go to the Orillla station and 
watch the trunk loads of liquors being 
uploaded for private parties.

Carbon Bisulphide Most 
Weapon In Fighting Pests. 





Effective 


The insects most destructive to stored 


grain are the grain weevils and grain 


moths. These insects infest such farm 
products as corn. milo maize, Katfir 
corn, millet, wheat, barley, rre. peas, 


beans, ete. The life history of the grain 
moth and the grain weevil is a very in- 
teresting study. Just before the

This compound may be secured from 
the local druggist at a cost of 25 to"80 





i; cents per pound. It is a colorless, vola- | 


tile oil, heavier than water, possessing | 
a characteristic odor and having highly 
inflammable properties. So in using 
caution must be taken that no fire in 
any form comes near it. 

From one and one-half to two pounds 
of carbon bisulphide is sufficient -to 
fumizate one ton of grain. It is neces- 
sary to have the granary as nearly air 
tight as possible. Place in the center 
of the grain heap a small! utensil con- 
taining old rags, cotton or tow. Calcu- 
late the amount of grain in the bin and 
determine the number of pounds of 
earbon bisulphide necessary to use in 
fumigution. Measure the chemical 
compound and pour into the utensil 
and cover the entire maxs of grain and 
utensil with canvas. A gas will be 
given off which ix poisonous and bheav- 
jer thin air. The fumes take a down- 
ward course and destroy the insects. 

If the first application is not sufficient 
repeat at intervals of six weeks until 
no form of insect life is found. In 
earbon bisu!phide the milling | 
qualities, taste and odor of the grain 
are not affected, ond the germinating 
power of seed is decreased very little—

HANDLING THE UNRULY 
BULL. 





A good way to restrain an un- 

truly bull is described in the 
’ Breeder’s Gazette: 

Have a covering made of good 
harness leather from u pattern 
of the animual’s head, Fit a 
piece over the front, having it 
extend out so as to take a good 
seam on each side and allow 
plenty of room about the eyes, 
then fit pieces to come down on 
each cheek, four or five inches 
wide. Have these pieces secure- 
ly sewed and riveted with the 
seam upon the outside. 

If the animal has horns the 
hood is easily fastened on. If 
not make a strong, snug fitting 
halter with straps to fasten the 
hood securely under the jaw and 
around the ears.

UTILIZING ASH SUPPLY. 


Material From Both Coal and Wood 
Has Fertilizing Values\ 

As the time approaches to clean up 
ash pits and bins and to distribute ash 
piles it is well to remind farmers and 
gardeners of the value of this product. 

When conditions ure favorable it is 
most economical to spread the ashes 
where they ar2 needed through the 
winter, us then none of the fertilizing 
properties are 1st. 

Even coal ashes may be put upon the 
land if the courser portions ure raked

Fine coal ashes may be worked into 
a clay soi] with the very good effect of 
rendering it more porous as well as 
supplying some of the chemicals neces- 
sary to the growth of plants.

The application of two scuttles of 
bardwood ashes to a tree produced the 
largest and finest Seckel pears ever 
harvested from a certain orchard in 
St. Louis county, Mo.. the fruit ripen- 
ing from day to duy during six weeks.

A Berlin correspondent of the Scien- 
tife American describes an futeresting 
experiment that was made at the works. 
of one of the large German manufac- 
turing firms with one of their lifting 
magnets, 

A chain, fastened to the ground and 
carrying ap fron ball at its free end.,. 
was rulsed to a vertical position by 
the approach of the great lifting mag- 
net suspended from a crane. 

The attraction of the magnet was so 
strong that the chain remained in a 
Perfectly vertical position. A grown- 
up workman climbed up tbe chain: 
without disturbing its rigidity In the- 
least, The chain seemed to float in air, 
The magnetic pull on the ball was 
greater than the gravitational pull om 
the man. 

This remarkable experiment shows: 
the enormous power of attraction ex- 
erted by the lifting magnets that ure 
used In fron and steel works to carry 
about fron material of every descrip- 
tion. The magnets enable the vopera- 
tor to seize iron material at any point 
desired and convey it to uny other 
point within the range of the crane. 


; Incidentally the use of lifting magnets 


has greatly diminished the risk of acci- 
dents in the moving of heavy masses 
of iron.
